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1949-1950 


For  us,  here  at  Fieldale  High  School,  this  year,  1949-1950,  has  truly  been  the  turn  of 
the  half  century.  Much  has  happened  to  make  this  our  most  momentous  year.  Our  first 
indication  of  the  new  trend  of  events  was  the  appearance  of  a  new  principal,  Mr.  P.  T.

They  finally  complained  that  it  was  more  fun  to  stay  in  school. 

Then  came  the  day  when  part  of  the  seniors  became  executives  up  at  the  mills.  The 
most  remembered  part,  according  to  all  reports,  was  the  wonderful  luncheon. 

November  1  was  a  red  letter  day,  because  basketball  practice  began,  and  we  soon  had 
scrimmage  games  with  Ridgeway,  Axton  and  Spencer-Penn.  These  practices  proved  what 
we  believed — that  we  had  two  good  ball  teams.  1950  was  really  to  be  a  banner  year  in 
basketball,  especially  with  the  boys.  The  girls  received  sufficient  shock  by  the  first  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Gretna  to  win  their  conference  games  and  get  a  place  in  the  tournament 
at  Radford  on  March  3  and  4.  The  boys  record  was  never  better.  Saving  one  defeat  by 
Fleming  on  their  own  court,  and  an  unfortunate  defeat  by  Stuart,  the  Blue  Devils  went 
on  to  win  the  district  championship  by  defeating  William  Byrd,  William  Fleming  and 
Blacksburg.

Mrs.  Ross  early  chose  her  liter¬ 
ary  contestants,  and  the  one  act  play,  After  The  Fog  Lifts  was  first  given  on  a  joint  pro¬ 
gram  with  Bassett  on  March  10.  The  most  difficult  activity  in  relation  to  this  was  the 
manufacture  of  the  fog,  or  maybe  it  was  the  mystery  of  how  Earl  Joyce  could  appear 
in  the  play  on  Friday  night  and  still  play  ball  at  VPI  on  the  same  night. 

We  have  had  our  fun  in  chapel,  too.  The  sophomores  really  hit  the  spot  with  the  facul¬ 
ty  when  they  dedicated  songs  to  them.  We  wonder  if  Miss  Rea  appreciated  her  selection. 
Who  can  ever  forget  “Stegall  at  the  Bat”  and  all  those  seniors  sliding  around  on  the  stage, 
or  Junior  Pace  as  the  “Headless  Horseman”  chasing  Donald  Walker  as  “Ichabod  Crane”. 
Then  at  Christmas  there  was  Ralph  Rakes  as  Santa  Claus  getting  stuck  in  the  chimney. 
It  took  three  boys  to  get  him  unstuck.  We  liked  the  program  which  was  a  song  festival 
because  the  Seniors  won  first  prize  for  singing,  “The  Easter  Parade”  best.  Probably  the 
most  enjoyable  program  of  all  was  the  one  given  by  the  singers  from  Utah.  Ann  Bryan 
even  got  their  autographs.
